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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Arguments filed August 31 , 2009 do not place 
any of the claims in condition for allowance because the prior rejection filed July 29, 2009 still meets the limitations and the arguments are 
not persuasive to overcome the rejection. Applicant argues that the Office action errs by asserting Arteca teaches that tryptophan 
transaminase (i.e. tryptophan aminotransferase) and indolepyruvate decarboxylase (i.e. indole-3-pyruvate decarboxylase) are key enzymes 
in the pathway in which tryptophan is converted to indole acetic acid (IAA). Applicant contends that this assertion is in error because Arteca 
teaches redundant pathways and that a person having ordinary skill in the art will appreciate that many metabolic processes are often 
redundant, meaning that if one pathway does not function, the organism will use a different pathway. Based on the cited references, 
Applicant argues that a person having ordinary skill in the art had no reason to conclude bringing tryptophan aminotransferase and/or 
indole-3-pyruvate decarboxylase into contact with a test substance would have allowed for the identification of whether the test substance 
was herbicidally active, because Arteca teaches that these enzymes are not necessary for the conversion of tryptophan to IAA. The 
Examiner disagrees with Applicant's argument because Applicant has not shown why one of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated 
to test the key enzymes, as taught by Arteca, in all 3 or any one pathway in which tryptophan is converted to indole acetic acid. In other 
words, Arteca teaches 3 pathways and one of ordinary skill in the art can reasonably try all 3 or pick one. It is assumed that any one of the 
pathways would get the reaction to the same end result. Applicant has not shown it to be different. Refer to the Final rejection, mailed on 
July 29, 2009 for any clarifications. 
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
